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The reality of the ſaid Incumbrances, which of thera have 
been made .u a Valuable Conſideration,, and what have 
been ſince di rged by receipt of Rents, or otherwiſe, we 
have had neither Time or Opportunity duly to Examine. 
But we Humbly conceive there are many. very great De- 
ductions to be made, upon the following Conſiderations. 


56. In all Judgments and Statutes we have ſet down the 
penal Sums ; not being able to know what Intereſt is due on 
the ſeveral Particulars. 


57. It appears dd to us, that oftentimes the Judgment 
and Mortgage is the ſame Debt. 


58, It is probable, that niany of the faid are 
only for the Performance of Covenants; and Rx, ropis 
remain in the Hands of the Covenaaters. 


59. In many Cafes Proteſtants and Papiſts have been 
_—_ bound ; and the whole Debt is demanded on the Lands 
of the Forfeiting Perſon, though there may be other Security. 


60. It doesappear that many Deeds and Copies of Jud 
were produced to the Juries on Several Enquiries, wo 
without any Proof of the Execution of fach Deeds , 
Confiderations there Expreſſed. 


6r. It is probable, that in man "ud Cafes, the Statutes and 
Judgments have been fatisfied, and do not appear diſcharged 


upon Record. 
62. Many Incumbrances. have been bought y. # the 
Grantees, their Agents, and Under-Purchaſers, and often- 


times at ſmall Values, and are kept on foot to cover 
their Eſtates, though probably they might have over-paid 
themſelves dy the Perception of Profits. 


63. Many Perſons have been put in Poſſeſſion of the 


. Lands Incumbred, by Virtue of Her Majeſties Letter, and 


have received all, or a great Part of their Debts, 


- 64. It is probable, that ſeveral of the Incumbrances have 
been taken in truſt for Forfeiting Perſons, and many -Others 
were entred into Covenoufly. 


65. In Concluſion, it appears to us that there are all the Con- 
trivances poſſible made ufe of by ſome of the Grantees, and 
their Agents, to make the Incumbrances appear great ; though

we believe if they were duly enquired” into, they' would 
not be found ſo conſiderable, but that a great part of them 
might have been paid oft by the Perception of Profits before this 
time : However, we huntbly conceive that at preſent. they will

66. As. we Informed your. Honours before, ſoon after the 


Battel of the- Boyze, Commiſſioners under the Great Seal of | 
Ireland were appointed, who had power to ſeize and diſpoſe 

of . the Forfeited Goods and Chartrels to His Majefties uſe. 
 Theſe-appointed Sub-Commilſſioners in the ſeveral Counties 


then in His Majeſties Poſſeſſion ; who made Returns of great 
Quantities of Goods and Chattels, which they Valued at 
135552 4. but at ſo moderate Computations, that every Horſe 
was Valued at Twenty Shillings, every Cow or Oxe at rg s: 
Sheep at Half a Crown apiece, and other things proportiona- 


ble. So that it appears very. probable ro us, that if the faid 


Goods had been diſpoſed of to the beſt advantage, they might 
have yielded between Two and; Three Hundred Thouſand 
Pqunds. But before that could be done, upon. Repreſentation 


of the then Commiſſioners of the Revenue, the Power of diſpoſing 


by the! ſaid Commiſſioners of Forfeitures, was ſuperceded,by 
a Letter from His Majeſty within nine days after the grant- 
zag their Commiſſion; and placed in the Commiſſioners of the 
Revenue. By this means fo much time was loſt, before their 
Books and s ſeized by the Sub-Commitſſioners could be 
Transferred to the Officers of the Revenue, that the greateſt 
part of them were either Imbezzeled by the Sub-Commiſſio- 
ners of Forfeitures, or the Colle&ors of the Reyenue, or elſe 
plundered by the Army at their return into Winter Quarters ; 
ſo that it does not appear to us, that there ever was accounted 
for to" His Majeſty, 'above the value of 44000 /. Beſides 


. theſe, there were great Quantities of other Goods appeared 


in_the loquirom , Which we do not find ever came to 
His Majeſties uſe; and many more were ſeized” by pri- 
vate Men. Indeed the Plunder at that time was ſo gene- 
ral, that, ſome men in conſiderable Employments were not 
free from it ; which ſeems to us a great reaſon why this matter 
has not been more narrowly ſearched into. Particularly, the 


Lord Coningsby ſeized a great many Black Cattle, to the num» 


ber of. 300,.or thereabouts, beſides Horſes, which were left in 


the Park after the Battel of the Boyne, and which we do not 


find were ever accounted for to His Majeſty : He alſo ſeized all 
the Plate and Goods in the Houſe of Sir Michae! Creagh, Lord 
Mayor;of, Dublin for the Year 1689, which' are generally 


by 
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by Grant from His Majeſlv. There were ſeveral Rich Goods 
and. other Honſhold-ftuft delivered by the Commilſioners of 
the Revenue to the then Lords Juſtices, the Lord Sidney and 
Lord'Coningsby, which we do not find were ever returned, ac- 
counted for to His 'M1jeſty, or left in the Caſtle at their de» 


parture from the Government. 


67. Farther, There were ſeveral other Quantities of Goods 
delivered by Order of the ſaid Commiſſioners of the Revenue 
to Sir Charles Porter, Major-General Xirk, and others, which 
have not been returned ; and a. great deal more taken by the 
General Officers ofthe Army ; which it's faid His Majeſty hath 
fince diſcharged. | 


68. If we may believe the general Reports of the Country, 
very many Perſons 'have made vheir Advantages of theſe Far- 
feitures ; but the-Time. was ſo diſtant, the Proofs fo difficulc, 
and withal the Hopes of getring any part of them back again 
ſo remote, that we rather choſe to proſecute more material 
Enquiries; therefore can give Your Honours no further Infor- 


mation concerning'them. 


69. But ſince the Values of ' the before-mention'd Goods 
and Chattels are fo uncertain,” we make no Eſtimate thereof ; 
but will proceed-to take notice of ſome Debts by Judgment'and 
Statute, and a few Mortgages due to Forfeiting Perſons, not re- 
ſtored, whichamount to 120023 -./-13 5.10 d. as appears in 
a Book delivered in with this Report, N* 8. 


70. And here it may be obſerved, That theſe Debts are lig=

78, Beſides all the Forfeitures before mentioned, there arc 
great Numbers of Perſons Guilty of the late Rebellion, and 
withinno Articles, and never Profecuted ; and very many have 
appeared on the Exigent, which to this day are continued un- 
der Bail ; and ſome of them were this laſt Surnmer-Aſfizes 
Tryed and Acquitted.

81. There has been ſo rgreat a'negleA '1n the. proſecution 
of the King's Title, that no Inquiſitions went into Conmaugh?, 
till the Year 1695, Whichgave the Forfeiting Perſons time 
and leiſure |to-fet 'up what Iacumbrances they pleaſed.
